In the third or “300” block the 
students are introduced to the 
methods of teaching covering all 
things from art to science. 

The final steps that lead the fu- 
ture teacher into the classroom are 
the practicum and practice teach- 
ing. In these final stages the neo- 
phyte observes for a period of time 
in a norma! classroom. Then for 
ten weeks he instructs in the class- 
room he has observed. 

These steps provide the student 
in education with background, 
knowledge and understanding that 
would be hard to achieve under the 
older single course system that did 
not allow enough time for thor- 
ough observation. These “blocks” 
provide the student and the instruc- 
tor with enough consecutive time to 
make observation trips to schools 
that are not in our immediate vi- 
cinity, providing them with a great- 
er variation than was formerly pro- 
vided by the old 50 minute class 
periods.

Mortimer J. Adler, professor of 
|the philosophy of law at the Uni- 
| versity of Chicago, will speak on

| vative rebel who believes that the
